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Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  Chester  Rural  District 
for  the  year  1970. 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  has  continued  to  fall  and  is  now 
15.29  compared  with  a rate  of  16.95  for  the  year  1969.  The 
birth  rate  of  England  and  Wales  has  also  shown  a trend  in  the 
same  direction  and  is  now  16.0  per  1,000  live  births.  The 
adjusted  death  rate  is  10.47  compared  with  8.81  for  1969. 
The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  1 1 .7  per  1,000  of 
the  population.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the 
year. 

As  there  will  no  longer  be  a report  on  the  personal  health 
services  provided  in  the  Borough  by  the  divisional  health 
service,  I consider  it  appropriate  to  mention  activities,  some 
existing,  but  modified  to  meet  changing  conditions,  and  some 
new  activities  which  affect  the  health  of  the  public. 

Measles  vaccination,  which  was  introduced,  and  later  with- 
drawn for  modification  of  the  vaccine,  has  been  re-introduced 
in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year.  There  has  been  an  encourag- 
ing response  from  parents  to  have  their  children  protected. 
Unfortunately,  as  the  statistics  indicate,  too  late  to  prevent 
what  has  been  an  outbreak  of  epidemic  proportions,  during 
the  Winter  of  1969-70. 

Protection  is  now  being  offered  against  German  Measles 
(Rubella)  to  senior  school  girls  in  their  twelfth  year.  It  is  also 
proposed  to  take  blood  specimens  from  female  teachers,  on  a 
voluntary  basis,  to  see  whether  they  are  susceptible  to  German 
Measles,  and  if  so,  to  offer  facilities  for  vaccination.  This  is 
planned  to  take  place  in  the  Autumn  of  1971. 

The  role  of  the  child  welfare  clinic  is  altering.  It  is  now 
assessing  the  continuous  development  of  the  young  child  with 
a programme  of  examinations  carried  out  at  intervals  during 
the  pre-school  phase.  Medical  and  nursing  staff  are  being  re- 
trained to  apply  these  new  techniques.  At  the  same  time  as 
these  assessments  are  being  made  the  children  are  also  having 
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screening  tests  for  hearing  ability  and  congenital  abnormal- 
ities and  a full  programme  of  immunisation  is  carried  out. 
Included  in  this  programme  is  immunisation  against  small- 
pox, diphtheria,  whooping-cough,  tetanus,  measles  and 
poliomyelitis.  In  later  school  life,  there  are  two  further 
immunisations: 

1 , Against  tuberculosis. 

2.  For  girls,  against  German  Measles. 

This  being  the  last  Annual  Report  with  which  I will  be 
associated,  I wish  to  place  on  record,  the  co-operation,  advice 
and  assistance  which  I have  received  from  all  Chief  Officers 
and  Departments  of  the  Council.  I wish  to  thank  also  the 
several  Chairmen  of  the  Health  Committees  for  their 
guidance,  and  all  members  of  the  Department.

The  routine  sampling  of  raw  milk  by  officials  of  the 
Cheshire  County  Council  continued,  and  twenty-three  notific- 
ations of  evidence  of  Brucella  infection  in  milk  were  received.

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CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1970 


Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  1970  and  to  be 
able  to  report  that  the  disposable  bag  system  of  refuse 
collection  introduced  last  year,  which  covers  all  domestic 
premises,  is  working  satisfactorily  and  is  a system  appreciated 
both  by  the  refuse  collectors  and  members  of  the  public, 
eliminating  as  it  does  the  noise  associated  with  metal  dust- 
bins together  with  the  absence  of  dust  and  the  reduction  in 
weight  for  the  collector. 

The  routine  work  of  the  department  has  proceeded 
satisfactorily  and  regular  inspections  of  food  premises  has 
ensured  that  a high  standard  is  maintained  although  it  was 
necessary  on  one  occasion  to  institute  proceedings  for 
contravention  of  The  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations. 

Particular  attention  has  also  been  given  during  the  year  to 
noise  problems  associated  with  the  use  of  pneumatic  drills, 
compressors,  etc.  and  the  users  of  this  type  of  equipment  have 
been  prevailed  upon  to  use  baffles  and  silencers  which  are 
readily  available. 

Once  again  the  usual  troubles  have  been  experienced  by 
the  unauthorised  use  of  roadside  verges  by  itinerant  travellers 
and  the  department  have  been  hard  pressed  at  times  to  find 
staff  available  to  clear  away  the  rubbish  left  behind  when  the 
itinerants  move  on.  The  Cheshire  County  Council  are,  how- 
ever, investigating  the  possibility  of  providing  sites. 

In  conclusion,  I would  express  my  personal  thanks  to  the 
Chairman,  Mrs.  E.  Park-Taylor,  for  her  considerable  help  and 
interest  in  the  department  and  also  to  the  staff  for  their 
loyalty  and  support.

HOUSING 

During  the  year  68  casual  vacancies  occurred,  which 
includes  1 1 re-lettings  to  employees  of  the  United  Kingdom 
Atomic  Energy  Authority,  3 re- lettings  to  Western  Command 
staff  and  3 to  staff  at  the  Deva  Hospital,  and  out  of  the 
remaining  51  vacancies,  4 premises  were  allocated  to  the 
occupants  of  property  subject  to  Housing  Act  procedure. 
Also  during  the  year  approval  was  given  for  6 exchanges  in- 
volving Council  house  tenants. 

The  flatlets  for  the  elderly  at  Upton  consisting  of  19  single 
and  3 double  flats  with  a further  double  flat  for  the  Warden 
were  completed  during  the  year  and  have  proved  to  be  in  great 
demand,  although  there  is  a certain  reluctance  from  elderly 
occupants  of  large  Council  houses  to  move  to  this  type  of 
accommodation,  but  several  tenants  who  did  apply  and  were 
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granted  the  tenncy  of  a flatlet  have  informed  me  on  many 
occasions  how  delighted  they  ore  with  their  present  accom- 
modation. 

The  Warden  of  these  flatlets  now  called  Arderne  House  is 
Mrs.  Codmon  and  credit  must  be  given  to  her  for  the  pleasant 
atmosphere  which  prevails  and  for  the  high  standards  main- 
tained. 

A Council  estate  at  Saughall  is  now  under  construction  and 
will  consist  of  30  houses,  8 bungalows  and  a further  block  of 
flats  similar  to  Arderne  House. 

During  the  year  the  Council  resolved  to  sell  Council  houses 
and  up  to  December,  1970,  numerous  tenants  had  made 
enquiries  with  a view  to  purchasing.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  regular  weekly  collection  of  refuse  from  oil  premises  in 
the  district  has  continued  together  with  on  increased  number 
of  chargeable  collections  from  trade  and  business  premises^ 
the  income  from  these  special  collections  amounted  to 
£1,170.39,  plus  an  additional  income  from  the  sale  of  plastic 
containers  and  bin  liners  of  £152.08. 

Details  of  staff  and  vehicles  employed  in  the  service  are 
given  below  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  very  few  staffing 
problems  arose,  due  I am  convinced,  mainly  to  the  disposable 
bag  system  of  refuse  collection  which  has  eliminated  the 
noisy,  heavy  and  in  many  cases  insanitary  metal  dustbin,  also 


the  messroom  and  showers  are  appreciated  by  the  men  who 
make  full  use  of  these  facilities.

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The  controlled  tipping  of  domestic  waste  is  carried  out  on 
land  at  the  rear  of  the  Deva  Hospital  and  I consider  that  in 
approximately  three  to  four  years  this  tip  will  be  completed 
and  a matter  of  some  concern  is  the  fact  that  an  area  of  land 
adjacent  to  this  tip,  on  which  it  was  expected  to  tip  in  con- 
junction with  Chester,  will  probably  not  be  available  due  to 
the  fact  that  the  existing  City  tip  will  be  completed  before 
the  Rural  District  tip  and  the  City  refuse  will,  therefore,  have 
to  be  deposited  on  this  remaining  relatively  small  area  of  land, 
because  of  this,  I am  hopeful  that  the  continuing  meetings 
at  Officer  level  will  result  in  progress  being  made  towards  a 
joint  scheme  for  the  incineration  of  refuse,  which  in  my 
opinion,  as  far  as  this  area  is  concerned,  is  the  only  long-term 
answer  to  the  problem. 

What  appears  to  be  an  ever  increasing  amount  of  rubbish 
of  all  types  continues  to  be  dumped  in  ditches  and  on  roadside 
verges  and  a considerable  amount  of  time  and  money  is  spent 
in  removing  these  accumulations  as  quickly  as  possible  and 
one  can  only  hope  that  as  people  become  more  aware  of  their 
environment  by  publicity,  and  the  problems  created  by  such 
indiscriminate  dumping,  that  they  will  cease  this  objection- 
able practice. 

During  the  year  approximately  12,000  bin  liners  are 
collected  weekly  from  domestic  premises  and  in  addition  the 
special  collection  vehicle  made  1,609  calls  to  collect  unwanted 
bulky  household  waste. 

The  refuse  vehicles  covered  a total  of  48,1 15  miles  and  the 
total  cost  of  the  refuse  collection  and  disposal  service  was 
£68,524.00. 


Cesspool  Emptying 

The  practice  of  emptying  private  septic  tanks  and  cesspools 
at  a standard  charge  of  £1.00  was  continued,  business 
premises  being  charged  on  a time  and  mileage  basis.  The 
various  Council  sewerage  plants  are  also  emptied  when 
necessary  and  a small  number  of  pail  closets,  in  cases  where 
the  person  concerned  is  physically  incapable  of  performing  this 
task. 

A service  is  also  provided  for  clearing  choked  drains  at 
private  dwellings  at  a fixed  charge  of  £1.00.
